Petersburg, June 24.—According 
to advices received here the situation 
In Poland is again exceedingly seri­ 
ous. 
Censored dispatches from Lodz, 
hough giving few 
details, indicate 
that fierce street fighting was in prog­ 
ress Friday between the military and 
the striking workmen, who barricaded 
the thoroughfares in various quarters 
of 
the city 
and offered 
resistance 
which the troops met with volleys. The 
fist of dead and wounded presumably 
Is heavy, but not even 
an estimate 
has been received here, Russian cor- 
spondents 
telegraphing 
that 
the 
streets are entirely in the hands of 
the military and the mob and that it 
ta unsafe to go out to obtain details. 
It Is not known whether the fight­ 
ing was continued Friday night, but it 
F feared that order can be restored 
only at heavy sacrifice. 
Lodz has been in a turmoil for the 
past three days. 
The strike, which 
embraces 60,000 workers, appears to 
have entirely lost its economic nature 
and is now a vast political m anifesta­ 
tion. 
All forms of public business ac­ 
tivity have been suspended, the peace­ 
ful Inhabitants remaining indoors in 
fear of their lives. 
The political zeal 
of the m anifestants has been inflamed 
by intoxicants from the vodka shops, 
which were broken into and pillaged. 
At W arsaw a strike has commenced j 
and disorders are looked for, and the i 
trial of Okrjey, who threw a vbomb at 
a police station March 20, will prob­ 
ably result, in other bomb outrages. A 
man was arrested Friday armed with 
a bomb which was evidently intended 
to be used in court during the trial. 
In the meanwhile the g o v e r n m e n t 
has publicly disclaimed all designs as 
to the Russification of Poland.

Minneapolis and St. Paul Business 


Men Becoming Interested In 


Extension of M, & I. 


MILLIONS ARE BEING INVESTED 


At International Falls and Matter 


of Building Gap of Thirty 


Miles Being Taken Up. 


In discussing tho importance of build­ 
ing the last thirty milos of the Minneso­ 
ta and International, which would com­ 
plete the line clear through to Interna­ 
tional Falls, the Minneapolis Journal 
has the following to say: 
“There are two natural sources of sup 
ply for International Falls, the twin c it­ 
ies and Duluth. 
Duluth is nearer, yet 
Minneapolis and St. Paul are in a b et­ 
ter position to supply all needs of the 
new territory, and it is Minneapolis mil­ 
lions which are developing the gigantic 
power of tho Koochiching. 
“Twin city jobbers and m anufacturers 
have already begun an investigation of 
the m atter and have discovered the one 
step necessary to make this new m arket 
their own—the completion of the Min­ 
nesota Si International railroad to In­ 
ternational Falls. 
This road is owned 
by the N orthern Pacific, which is now 
under contract to this year complete a 
thirty-three mile extension from 
its 
present term inus to the north bank of 
the Big Fork river. 
But the completion 
of this contract still leaves a gap of 
thirty railes between the new term inus 
and tho falls. 
This gap has been su r­ 
veyed, but the building of the final strip 
has not been decided upon. 
"In the meantime the Duluth, Virginia 
& Rainy Lake Railway company, from 
Duluth, has surveyed a line from its 
present terminus to International Falls, 
and is prepared to soon lay its steel rails. 
It will be a case of ‘first come, first serv­ 
ed,' and Duluth jobbers will early reap 
the benefit of the new center of indus­ 
try. 
It seems to be up to Minneapolis 
and St. Paul jobbers to immediately 
bring all possible pressure to bear upon 
‘ ‘the powers th at be’ to see that the last 
thirty miles of the Minnesota A" 
Inter­ 
national road is built as soon, if not soon­ 
er, than the extension of the Duluth, 
Virginia Si Rainy Lake railway to 
falls of the Rainy. 
“So im portant is the completion of the 
Minnesota Sc International in the eyes 
of many prominent men of the twin c it­ 
ies who have taken a great interest in 
this subject, th a t before long it is likely 
to lie brought formally to the attention 
of the jobbers’ associations and Com­ 
mercial clubs of both cities with a view 
to getting these organizations to lend 
every effort to persuade the N o rth ­ 
ern Pacific to build the connecting 
link."

DIRECTORATE TO BE ENLARGED 


Mr. Dunn VA ill Be Lither President 


or Cashier— Matter Will Be 


Determined Later. 


There are some new developments in 
the Northern Pacific bank affairs which 
will prove interesting. 
A few days ago 
after a meeting of the stockholders of 
the bank. President W erner Hetnstead 
tendered his resignation and 
at the 
same time a letter was written to M. T. 
Dunn, of LeRoy, Minn., tendering him 
the position. 
Today word was received from Mr. 
Dunn signifying his intention of becom­ 
ing affiliated with the bank and he will 
probably take charge in a short time. 
It is not known whether he will become 
president or cashier of the bank, but 
this will be determined in a short time. 
President Hemstead resigned believ­ 
ing that the best interests of the bank 
and those interested, including the de­ 
positors, w ould be best subserved if new 
blood was infused into the management.
